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U.S.  EXPORTS  OF  LIVESTOCK,  MEAT,  AND  MEAT  PRODUCTS 
TO  MAJOR  MARKETS  AND  THE  WORLD,  I968 


World 


U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  euid  meat  products  during  1968  totaled  $427.1 
million,  a  decline  of  5-2  percent  from  the  I967  total  of  $450.^4-  million.  Japan 
continued  to  be  the  largest  single  meirket  with  purchases  rising  13' 7  percent  to 
$95 '7  million.    However,  exports  to  Europe--the  largest  market  area- -declined 
6.3  percent  to  $lU6.6  million.    Exports  to  North  America  remained  about  the 
same  as  last  yeeir,  while  those  to  South  America  emd  other  countries  declined. 

Most  of  the  decline  in  I968  exports  resulted  from  reduced  sales  of  the  two 
major  categories --tallow  and  greases,  and  hides  euid  skins.    The  value  of  tallow 
eind  grease  exports  declined  lh.6  percent  to  $13^.3  million,  and  hide  and  skin 
exports  declined  U.5  percent  to  $121.7  million.    However,  the  volume  of  exports 
of  both  of  these  categories  was  above  year-earlier  levels,  indicating  an 
increase  in  U.S.  exportable  supplies  that  was  not  matched  by  am  increase  in 
foreign  import  demand. 

Although  the  total  veilue  of  U.S.  exports  was  down  in  I968,  three  categories  of 
livestock,  meat,  and  meat  product  exports  showed  impressive  gains.     Red  meat 
exports  were  up  29.9  percent  to  $61.9  million,  and  the  volume  was  up  31 •!  per- 
cent to  131.1  million  pounds.     The  value  of  mohair  exports  increased  53.0 
percent  to  $10.8  million,  and  casing  exports  increased  5.9  percent  to  $7.3 
million. 


With  the  exception  of  most  live  emimals  and  laxd,  the  volume  of  U.S.  exports  of 
livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  in  I968  was  above  the  year-earlier  level. 
Elxports  of  live  animals,  except  hogs,  which  increased  from  12,932  heeui  in  I967 


to  13,71^  head  in  I968,  were  down  in  I968.    Also,  lard  exports  declined  T-1 
percent  to  175.3  million  pounds  in  I968,    Volumes  were  up  for  all  other  export 
categories  of  U.S.  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  in  I966,  but  with  the 
exception  of  casings  and  mohair,  their  unit  values  were  down.    Thus,  lower  unit 
values  accounted  for  most  of  the  decline  in  the  vfiLLue  of  U.S.  exports  of  live- 
stock, meat,  and  meat  products  in  I968. 

Pork  was  the  major  exception  in  I968  as  both  the  volume  and  unit  prices  were  up 
substantially.  Pork  exports  were  up  6Q.k  percent  in  volume  to  85. 1  million 
pounds,  and  the  value  increased  77.9  percent  to  $31.6  million.  The  surge  in 
pork  exports  was  due  to  increased  demands  by  Catnada  and  Japan.  Pork  exports  to 
Csmada  increased  from  27.3  million  pounds  in  I967  to  36.4  million  in  I968.  The 
greatest  increase  was  in  exports  to  Japaii--25.1  million  pounds  in  1968--up  from 
only  0.6  million  the  year  before. 

With  only  minor  exceptions,  the  commodity  composition  of  U.S.  exports  of  live- 
stock, meat,  and  meat  products  remained  unchanged  from  1967-     Although  the 
value  of  tallow  6uid  greases  declined  ik.S  percent  to  $13^.3  million,  they 
remained  the  largest  export  category.    However,  their  share  of  total  exports 
declined  to  31.5  percent  in  I968  from  3^.9  percent  the  previous  year.  Hides 
and  skins,  valued  at  $121.7  million,  accounted  for  26.5  percent  of  total 
exports  in  I968.    Red  meats,  valued  at  $61.9  million,  replaced  variety  meats  in 
1968  as  the  third  most  important  export  and  accounted  for  IU.6  percent  of  the 
total.    The  remaining  categories  in  order  of  export  value  (and  percent  of 
total)  in  1968  were  variety  meats  (12.9  percent),  livestock  (5-1  percent),  lard 
(3.^  percent),  mohair  (2.5  percent),  and  casings  (I.7  percent). 


Europe 

Europe  remained  the  largest  market  for  U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and 
meat  products  in  I968,  purchasing  3U.3  percent  of  the  total..    However,  total 
exports  to  Europe  were  down  6.3  percent  to  $lU6.6  million. 

In  1968,  Europe  purchased  85.7  percent  of  U.S.  variety  meat  experts,  90.U  per- 
cent of  U.S.  mohair  exports,  and  31.4  percent  of  U.S.  exports  of  hides  and 
skins.    Variety  meats,  valued  at  $^7.0  million,  continued  to  be  the  major  item 
purchased  by  Europe,  followed  by  hides  and  skins,  valued  at  $38.2  million,  and 
tallow  and  greases,  valued  at  $35.6  million. 

European  Community  (eC) 

The  goal  of  greater  self-sufficiency  in  livestock  and  meat  products  has 
adversely  affected  U.S.  exports  to  that  market.     On  July  1,  I966,  the  2C  com- 
pleted its  Common  Agricultural  Policy  (CAP)  for  beef  and  veal,  which  weis 
designed  to  encourage  domestic  production  and  free  trade  within  the  Consnunity 
and  to  regulate  imports  from  third  countries  as  a  meeuis  of  maintaining  producer 
prices.    The  CAP  for  pork  was  established  in  July  I967.    As  a  result  of  expand- 
ing production  in  the  EC,  the  demand  for  imports  from  third  countries  has 
declined,  and  for  some  commodities,  especially  lard,  the  EC  has  become  a  com- 
petitor with  the  United  States  in  other  markets. 

^In^i         ^^"^^  °^  exports  of  hides  and  skins,  mohair,  ajad  casings  to 

the  EC  increased,  while  both  the  value  and  volume  of  all  other  commodities 
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declined.  This  reflects  the  increased  production  and  trade  within  the  EC  and 

its  reduced  demand  for  imports  from  third  countries.    Although  hide  eind  skin 
production  has  been  increasing  in  the  EC,  demand  for  leather  and  leather 
products  has  outpaced  domestic  slaughter.    Thus  U.S.  exports  of  hides  and  skins 
increased  23-9  percent  to  $22.0  million  in  1968,  and  the  volume  of  whole  hides 
and  skins  increased  21.5  percent  to  3 '6  million  pieces.    Mohair  exports  to  the 
EC  increased  71.9  percent  to  $2.5  million,  and  casing  exports  increased 
slightly  to  $781,000. 

The  EC  continues  to  be  the  major  market  for  U.S.  variety  meats,  purchasing 
57.3  percent  of  the  total  in  I968.     However,  the  EC  share  of  total  U.S.  veiriety 
meat  exports  was  down  from  60.5  percent  in  19^7;  as  the  vaJLue  of  exports  to  the 
EC  was  down  8.8  percent  to  $31*5  million.    The  volume  of  variety  meat  exports 
was  down  to  124.3  million  pounds,  7^2  percent  below  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Tallow  and  greases  are  the  second  most  important  export  to  the  EC.     In  I968  the 
EC  purchased  377^4  million  pounds  from  the  United  States,  valued  at  $20.5 
million,  which  represented  15-2  percent  of  total  U.S.  exports  of  tallow  and 
greases.    However,  the  value  of  these  exports  was  down  from  $26.8  million  the 
previous  year,  a  decrease  of  23.6  percent.    This  reduced  demand  fof  U.S. 
tallow  emd  greases  was  due  to  continued  higher  production  in  the  EC. 

United  Kingdom 

U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  eind  meat  products  were  down  slightly  in  I968 
to  $37-3  million  frou  $38.3  million  the  previous  year.    A  $4.8  million  decline 
in  the  value  of  U.S.  exports  of  lard  to  the  United  Kingdom  accounted  for  the 
decline  in  I968  exports  as  the  values  of  all  other  major  exports  to  the  U.K. 
were  above  I967  levels . 

The  United  Kingdom  is  the  world's  largest  importer  of  lard,  annually  purchas- 
ing about  one-half  of  world  total.    However,  the  U.S.  share  of  the  U.K.  market 
has  fallen  from  the  peaJc  of  89.2  percent  in  l^Sk  to  only  29. 0  percent  in  I968. 
Thus  U.K.  purchases  accounted  for  only  53*7  percent  of  the  value  of  U.S.  lard 
exports  in  I968,  compared  with  77' 1  percent  in  1964. 

The  drop  in  U.S.  lard  exports  in  I965  and  I966  resulted  from  a  large  decline 
in  U.S.  production,  which  fell  from  2,473  million  pounds  in  I964  to  2,045 
million  and  1,929  million,  respectively,  in  I965  and  I966.    However,  U.S. 
production  was  up  in  I967  and  I968,  but  due  to  the  initial  introduction  of 
unified  export  subsidies  by  the  EC  in  June  1967/  the  United  States  was  unable 
to  regain  part  of  its  previous  share  of  the  U.K.  market.     Thus  the  United 
States  initiated  the  Lard  Export  Payment  Program  in  Jajiueu-y  I969  to  counteract 
the  export  subsidies  paid  by  the  EC  and  to  recapture  its  normal  share  of  the 
U.K.  market. 

With  the  decline  in  lard  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom,  variety  meats  have 
become  the  leading  export  item,  valued  at  $13-0  million  in  I968,  up  frcm  $12.1 
million  for  1967-     U.K.  purchases  of  variety  meats  accounted  for  23-7  percent 
of  the  value  of  total  U.S.  variety  meat  exports  in  I968,  up  from  21.2  percent 
in  1967.     The  volume  of  U.S.  shipments  rose  from  44.0  million  pounds  in  I967 
to  47.5  million  in  I968.     The  major  increase  was  in  beef  tongues,  exports  of 
which  increased  8.0  percent  to  22.9  million  pounds  in  I968. 
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The  United  Kingdom  is  the  major  market  for  U.S.  mohair,  purchasing  $6.8  mil- 
lion or  62.5  percent  of  its  total  export  value  in  I968.    The  value  of  mohair 
exports  to  this  country  were  up  from  $4.3  million  in  19^1,  and  the  volume 
increased  kJ.J  percent  to  9.6  million  pounds  in  I968. 

The  United  Kingdom  is  also  the  major  market  for  U.S.  casings,  purchasing  $1.2 
million,  or  16.8  percent  of  the  total  in  1968. 

Both  the  quantity  and  value  of  U.S.  exports  of  hides  and  skins  to  the  United 
Kingdom  increased  in  I968.    Purchases  of  whole  hides  and  skins  were  up  35.3 
percent  in  volume  to  1.2  million  pieces,  and  the  total  value  was  up  29.$  per- 
cent to  $4.3  million.    However,  the  United  Kingdom  is  a  minor  market  for  U.S. 
hides  and  skins  as  I968  purchases  represented  only  3-5  percent  of  the  value 
of  total  U.S.  exports  of  hides  asid  skins. 


Asia 


Asia  is  the  second  largest  market  area  for  U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat, 
and  meat  products,  with  purchases  valued  at  $137.7  million  in  I968  ajad  account- 
ing for  32.2  percent  of  total  exports.    Asia  is  the  major  market  for  the  two 
highest  valued  export  categories --tallow  and  greases,  and  hides  and  skins -- 
purchasing  48.2  and  42.5  percent,  respectively,  of  the  total  value  of  these 
two  categories  in  1968.    Asia  is  also  the  second  leirgest  market  for  U.S.  red 
meat  exports,  purchasing  24.0  percent  of  the  total  value  of  red  meat  exports 
in  1968. 

Japan 

Japsm  was  the  largest  single  market  for  U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and 
meat  products,  purchasing  22.4  percent  of  total  exports  at  a  value  of  $95-7 
million  in  I968.    P\irchases  by  Japan  were  up  I3.7  percent  from  I967  emd 
exports  to  Japan  exceeded  those  to  the  EC  by  $l6.2  million  in  I968. 

Japan  is  the  major  market  for  U.S.  hides  and  skins,  purchasing  36.9  percent  of 
the  total  in  1968  compared  with  31 '4  percent  for  Europe,  the  second  largest 
market.    Exports  to  Japan  in  1968  were  valued  at  $45.0  million,  up  from  $41.4 
million  the  previous  year.     The  volume  of  whole  hides  and  skins  increased  24.3 
percent  to  6.1  million  pieces  in  I968. 

Japan  is  the  largest  purchaser  of  U.S.  tallow  and  greases,  with  purchases 
valued  at  $35-5  million  in  I968,  representing  26.4  percent  of  the  value  of 
total  exports  of  tallow  and  greases.    Although  the  value  was  down  frcci  $39.6 
million  in  I967,  the  volume  was  up  slightly  to  560.5  million  pounds  in  I966. 

U.S.  exports  of  red  meats  to  Japan  expanded  sharply  in  I968  because  of  rapidly 
rising  Japanese  meat  prices.  Red  meat  exports  increased  from  onl^  $531,000  in 
1907  to  $10.8  million  in  1968,  with  pork  accounting  for  most  of  the  increase. 

!'°^^^fo^°^^®  increased  from  only  6l9,000  pounds  in  I907  to  25.1  million  pounds 
in  1900 . 


Live  animal  exports  to  Japan  also  increased,  and  Japan  purchased  8.5  percent 
f  in%rr^°'^^^  ""^^^  °^  livestock  exports  in  I966,  up  from  only  4.5  percent 

m  19b7.    The  value  of  these  exports  increased  from  $1.3  million  in  I967  to 
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$1.8  million  in  I968.    Japanese  purchases  of  cattle  amd  calves  increased  from 
U29  head  in  I967  to  1,^76  heeid  in  I968,  eind  purchases  of  hogs  increased  from 
490  head  to  865  head.    Thus,  Japam  has  become  the  largest  market  for  U.S. 
livestock  exports  outside  of  the  Western  Hemisphere. 

North  America 

U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  to  other  North  American 
countries  remained  about  the  same  as  in  I967  and  totaled  $102.0  million. 
North  America's  share  of  total  exports  was  23.9  percent  in  I968,  and  this  area 
is  the  largest  single  market  for  U.S.  red  meats  and  livestock.     Red  meat 
exports  increased  10.6  percent  to  $41.2  million  in  19^8,  but  livestock  exports 
declined  to  $l4.3  million  from  $20.6  million  the  previous  year.  North 
America's  purchases  of  U.S.  lard  ($5'4  million)  in  I968  accounted  for  37'8 
percent  of  total  lard  exports,  up  from  25.8  percent  the  previous  year.  Also, 
North  America  is  a  major  market  for  U.S.  hides  and  skins,  with  purchases  of 
$25.6  million,  accounting  for  21.1  percent  of  the  total. 

Although  Canada  ajid  Mexico  are  the  major  markets  for  U.S.  exports  of  live- 
stock, meat,  and  meat  products,  other  North  Americem  countries'  purchases 
totaled  $29.9  million  or  7-0  percent  of  total  exports  in  I968.     Other  North 
American  countries  purchased  29-7  percent  of  U.S.  red  meats,  10.2  percent  of 
U.S.  lard,  and  9-5  percent  of  the  value  of  U.S.  live  animals  exported  in 
1968. 

Of  the  15.7  million  pounds  of  fresh  ajid  frozen  U.S.  beef  and  veal  exported 
in  1968,  the  Bahamas  was  the  major  buyer  with  6.9  million  pounds,  &nd  Bermuda 
aind  Jamaica  each  purchased  700,000  pounds.     The  Bahamas  also  purchased  1.8 
million  pounds  of  fresh  euid  frozen  pork,  1.2  million  pounds  of  U.S.  hams  and 
shoulders,  and  1.0  million  pounds  of  other  cured  pork.    Haiti  purchased  6.k 
million  pounds  of  lard  and  1$.5  million  pounds  of  inedible  tallow  in  I968. 

Canada 

Exports  to  Cemada  were  down  $4.0  million  in  I968  to  $4-3.8  million,  which 
represented  10. 3  percent  of  the  value  of  total  U.S.  exports  of  livestock, 
meat,  and  meat  products.    The  decline  in  I968  was  due  to  a  $5 '4  million 
decline  in  the  value  of  live  animal  exports.    Canada's  purchases  of  U.S. 
cattle  declined  from  23,748  head  in  1967  to  7,133  head  in  1968. 

Canada  is  the  leurgest  single  market  for  U.S.  red  meats,  purchasing  $21.7  mil- 
lion or  35*1  percent  of  the  total  in  I968.    Although  the  value  of  U.S.  red 
meats  exported  to  Canada  in  I968  was  almost  unchanged  from  the  previous  year, 
the  volume  increased  from  47.9  million  pounds  to  50-9  million.     However,  the 
composition  of  these  exports  changed  substajitially;    beef  exports  declined, 
while  pork  exports  increased.     Beef  and  veal  exports  declined  from  17-6  mil- 
lion in  1967  to  11.9  million  in  I968,  but  pork  exports  increased  from  27-3 
million  pounds  to  3^.4  million. 

Hides  aund  skins  are  the  second  largest  U.S.  export  to  Caneuia  and  were  valued 
at  $11.6  million  in  I968,  up  from  $10.4  million  the  previous  year.  Cattle 
hides  aire  the  major  type  of  hides  and  skins  exported  to  Canada;  this  volume 
Increased  from  849,000  pieces  in  I967  to  1.0  million  pieces  in  I968. 
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Mexico 


Exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  to  Mexico  in  I968  were  valued  at 
$28.2  million  and  represented  6.6  percent  of  the  total.    Exports  to  Mexico  in 
1968  were  3.9  percent  above  those  of  the  previous  year. 

Mexico  was  the  major  market  for  U.S.  livestock  exports  even  though  they  were 
down  from  $8.2  million  in  I96T  to  $7.3  million  in  I968.    Mexico  purchased  33*6 
percent  of  the  total  in  I968,  up  from  28.9  percent  the  previous  year  when 
Cemada  was  the  major  purchaser  with  36.3  percent.    Although  U.S.  exports  of 
cattle  and  calves  and  sheep  and  lambs  were  down  to  15,^9         71,^53  head, 
respectively,  Mexico  was  the  largest  single  purchaser  in  both  categories  of 
live  animals.    Mexico  is  also  the  major  market  for  U.S.  hog  exports,  purchas- 
ing 8,l8i+  head  in  1967  and  9,775  head  in  1968. 

Mexico's  purchases  of  hides  and  skins  were  up  3 "9  percent  in  I968  to  $13 '9 
million.    Cattle  hides  were  the  major  item  purchased;  the  quantity  increased 
from  1.6  million  pieces  in  I967  to  1.8  million  in  I968.    Mexico's  purchases 
of  hides  and  skins  accounted  for  11. U  percent  of  the  total  in  I966. 

Mexico  purchased  I5.9  percent  of  U.S.  lard  exports  in  I968,  wp  from  9.9  per- 
cent the  previous  year.    Mexico's  purchases  of  U.S.  lard  totaled  23.8  million 
pounds  in  1968,  valued  at  $2.3  million.    Purchases  in  I967  totaled  I5.6  mil- 
lion pounds,  valued  at  $1-9  million. 


South  America 


U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  to  South  America  were  down 
aLightly  in  I968  to  $15.6  million  and  represented  3.7  percent  of  the  total. 

Tallow  and  greases,  valued  at  $9.5  million,  were  the  major  export  to  South 
America  in  I968,  up  from  $8.6  million  in  I967.     The  volume  of  tallow  and 
grease  exports  increased  from  115-2  million  pounds  in  I967  to  157.1  million 
pounds  in  I968. 

South  America  is  one  of  the  major  markets  for  U.S.  exports  of  live  animals, 
purchasing  II+.9  percent  of  the  total  in  I968,  up  from  11. k  percent  of  the 
total  m  1967.    Purchases  of  livestock  by  South  America  were  valued  at  $3.3 
million  m  I968,  up  from  $3.2  million  the  previous  year.     Sales  consist 
mainly  of  breeding  cattle. 


Outlook  for  1969 


Prospects  are  excellent  for  a  major  increase  in  U.S.  exports  of  livestock, 

""^^^  products  in  I969.    Although  prices  are  up  in  the  United  States, 
prices  in  many  other  countries  are  rising  at  a  faster  rate,  thereby 
r^n^h!    f  tuT  ^°  i^^^^ase  t'^eir  purchases  of  U.S.  products.    For  the  first 
r.Jr^    T  year,  the  value  of  U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat

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Tallow  and  Greases 


Tallow  and  greases  are  the  major  exception  to  the  upward  trend  in  I969  as 
both  the  volume  and  value  of  U.S.  exports  were  below  the  year-earlier 
level  for  the  first  &  months  of  this  year.     Total  value  was  down  1.6 
percent  to  $88.9  million,  and  the  volume  of  inedible  tallow  exports --the 
major  item  in  this  category- -was  down  12.9  percent  to  1,311  million 
pounds.     Smaller  commercial  shipments  of  "dollar  sales"  to  Japan  and  the 
EC  are  down  significantly.    Also,  smaller  exports  under  government  aid 
programs  are  expected  this  year  as  opposed  to  the  preceding  year. 

Hides  and  Skins 

Increased  hide  and  skin  exports  accounted  for  a  large  proportion  of  the 
increase  in  the  value  of  U.S.  exports  for  the  first  8  months  of  19^9 » 
The  value  of  U.S.  exports  of  hides  and  skins  was  up  26.7  percent  to 
$98.7  million.     Cattle  hide  exports  were  up  iQ.k  percent  to  9'6  million 
pieces.     Larger  shipments  to  the  USSR,  Yugoslavia,  and  Romania  accounted 
for  most  of  the  gain  in  whole  cattle  hides.     Exports  to  the  United 
Kingdom  etnd  Italy  were  also  up,  but  shipments  to  West  Germemy,  France, 
and  the  Netherleuids  were  down. 

Red  Meats 

Red  meat  exports  increased  substajntially  during  the  first  8  months  of 
this  yeaj*  and  accounted  for  a  laj-ge  proportion  of  the  increase  in  total 
exports.     The  value  of  red  meat  exports  Increased  to  $6l.O  million 
during  January -August  1969^  up  from  $30. U  million  during  the  comparable 
period  last  year.    For  the  same  period,  the  volume  increased  from  60.2 
million  pounds  to  129-0  million. 

Pork,  exported  primarily  to  Japan  and  Canada,  accounted  for  most  of  the 
increase.     Pork  exports  increased  from  30.2  million  pounds  to  97*6 
million.     During  the  same  period,  the  value  of  pork  exports  increased 
from  $10.6  million  to  $39'1  million.     Exports  to  Caneuia  are  expected  to 
be  well  above  the  year-eeirlier  level  for  1969>  while  exports  to  Japein 
are  expected  to  be  substantially  above  the  year-earlier  level.  Rapidly 
rising  pork  prices  have  forced  the  Japanese  Government  to  issue  three 
separate  import  quotas  totaling  50,000  metric  tons  so  far  this  year. 

The  value  of  the  other  categories  of  U.S.  red  meats,  except  lamb  and 
mutton,  is  expected  to  be  up  in  1969*    For  the  first  8  months  of  this 
yeas,  beef  and  veal  exports  were  up  13-9  percent  in  value  to  $14.9 
million.     However,  the  quantity  exported  was  down  slightly  to  I7.6 
million  pounds . 

Variety  Meats 

Both  the  volume  and  value  of  U.S.  variety  meat  exports  were  up  substan- 
tially from  the  year-earlier  level  during  Jan usiry -August  1969-  The 
value  was  up  7-8  percent  to  $36.8  million,  and  the  volume  was  up  10. 3 
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percent  to  1^+7.9  million  pounds.    Fraince,  Canada,  Mexico,  Belgium, 
and  Japan  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase  during  the  first  6  months 
of  this  yesir  and  more  than  offset  reduced  shipments  to  the  United 
Kingdom  and  the  Netherlands. 

Livestock 

Although  the  number  of  U.S.  live  animals  exported  during  the  first  8 
months  of  19^9  was  about  the  seime  as  the  yeax-earlier  level,  the  value 
was  up.    Exports  of  cattle  and  calves  were  up  slightly  to  23,672  head, 
smd  their  value  increased  10.2  percent  to  $10.7  million.    The  value  of 
all  other  categories  of  live  animals,  except  sheep  and  lamb,  also  was 
up.    As  the  majority  of  U.S.  live  animals  exported  are  breeding  animals, 
their  export  value  and  number  &re  subject  to  large  fluctuations. 

Lard 

Exports  for  the  first  8  months  of  I969  totaled  155.0  million  pounds, 
up  from  the  year-eeu-lier  level  of  II3.O  million  pounds.    U.S.  lard 
prices  have  been  rising  rapidly  this  year  and  the  value  of  U.S.  lard 
exports  has  increased  from  $9.U  million  to  $13.7  million.     Purchases  by 
the  United  Kingdom  have  accounted  for  practically  all  of  the  increase 
as  these  exports  are  encouraged  by  the  U.S.  Lard  Export  Payment  Prograxc, 
which  began  in  Janueiry  I969.    From  the  beginning  of  the  Progreun  through 
August  8,  1969,  U.S.  exporters  rece^.ved  2.0  cents  per  pound  for  lard 
exported  to  the  United  Kingdom.     On  August  11,  I969,  the  U.S.  rate  was 
reduced  to  1.0  cent  and  remained  unchemged  through  the  end  of 
September  I969. 

On  August  1,  1969,  the  EC  reduced  its  lard  export  subsidy  from  3.35 
cents  per  pound  to  2.95  cents,  and  on  September  23,  I969,  reduced  it 
further  to  2.1+9  cents  per  pound. 


Mohair 

Mohair  exports  were  up  25.5  percent  to  9.6  million  pounds  during  the 
first  8  months  of  I969,  and  their  value  was  up  3U.O  percent  to  $6.9 
million.    World  mohair  production  is  expected  to  continue  its  downward 
trend  in  I969,  and  the  United  States  will  be  able  to  export  a  greater 
proportion  of  its  accumulated  stocks  at  higher  prices. 

Casings 

Casing  exports  are  also  expected  to  be  up  in  I969.     The  United  States 
exports  mostly  hog  casings  and  imports  sheep  and  lamb  casings.  During 
January-August  I969,  U.S.  casing  exports  were  up  30.5  percent  to  $6.2 
million,  and  the  volume  of  hog  casings  was  up  21.4  percent  to  5-0 
million  pounds.
